tion in Hand. 


Russian Capital Again Presents 


Almost a Normal Appearance 
After Scenes of Disorder. 


St. Petersburg, J an. 27.—Although 
the strikes in Rev al, Libau, Kieff, 
Odessa and a few smaller places are 
extending, tne situation is nowhere 
acute. An increasing number of work­ 
men are out in Moscow, but there is 
no general tie-up or disorder there 
The whereabouts of Father Gopon still 
remains a mystery, although it is be­ 
liev ed the priest is in Moscow. 
The Russian capital presents almost 
a normal appearance and the authori­ 
ties are confident that the backbone 
of the strike has been broken. 
Some 
factories and mills already hav e re­ 
sumed and a general resumption of 
operations is expected on 
Monday. 
The authorities expect that the failure 
of the strike here will hav e a discour­ 
aging effect upon the workmen in 
other cities to which the trouble has 
been 
spreading, 
and 
believ e 
that 
there is no longer danger of a com­ 
plete suspension of all the Industrial 
concerns of Russia. 
Minister of the Interior Sv iatopolk- 
Mirsky has promised a delegation of 
editors who called upon him that he 
will inv estigate the arrest of a num­ 
ber of prominent writers who are now 
confined in the Sts. Peter and Paul 
fortress and secure their release as 
soon as possible. 


FIGHTING 


Moscow, J an. 27.—The day passed 
j with complete quiet, the strikers gen 
I ©rally remaining quietly indoors and 
i not v isiting the heart of the city. The 
Tv erskaia and other principal thor­ 
oughfares hav e resumed their normal 
appearance. 
Sev eral mills are report 
ed to hav e offered an increase of 
wages to their employes. 
No factories are in operation in the 
whole region south of the riv er with 
the exception of one large establish­ 
ment, which was amply guarded in 
order to prev ent possible intimidation 
of workmen: but there was no attempt 
at such intimidation. 
Although the 
strike is steadily spreading, the mov e­ 
ment thus far has not been accom­ 
panied by collisions of great grav ity. 
Thursday’s ev ents were restricted to 
minor snirmishes on the northern and 
eastern outskirts of the city, in which 
the troops successfully resisted all ef­ 
forts of the crowds to break through 
the cordon. No bloodshed is reported. 
Both the authorities and the masters 
hav e shown admirable coolness in the 
face of the situation, the former av oid­ 
ing prov ocation by studiously conceal 
lng the troops, and the latter by dis 
playing a readiness to meet the men’s 
demands. 
Near the factories south of 
the riv er, which empiy hundreds of 
thousands of men. but few workmen 
were in the streets. 
The men are all 
staying indoors. It appears that when 
the strikers made the round of the 
mills, calling on their comrades to 
quit work under threat of wrecking 
the plants, the masters decided to al­ 
low the men to take a holiday with full 
pay, prov ided they remained in their 
dwellings, and the workmen unani­ 
mously consented, the result being 
that the intimidators were disarmed. 
In the meantime the workmen and 
masters are negotiating for a settle 
ment of their differences. 
Sev eral 
firms already hav e offered an adv ance 
in wages which would bring up the 
av erage earnings of their workmen to 
#10 per month and lodgings 
One firm 
has offered to knock off one hour from 
the legal working d ay of eiev en hours, 
but this is a burning question on which 
the majority of the masters are un­ 
willing or unable to agree to conces­ 
sions

General Kuroki’s Headquarters, J an. 
27.—A heav y and continuous artillery 
roar was heard to the westward all 
day yesterday, apparently the largest

Reports receiv ed here are to 
the effect that a Russian force has 
crossed the Hun riv er on the J apanese 
left wing. 
A J apanese fore« » adv anced 
against the Russians, making an at 
tack. 
The fighting must be attended with 
great suffering from the cold. A snow 
storm began Monday, following a long 
period of remarkable mildness. 
The 
temperature is below zero and the 
plains are cov ered with sev eral inches 
of snow. 
The ground is too hard for 
rapid trenching. 
This mov e by the 
Russians is the first important one 
since 
General 
Miatchenko’s 
recent 
raid. 


KEEPING UP ARMY 


Tokio. J an. 27.—J apan is making 
enormous war preparations. 
Besides 
immediately laying down a battleship 
of 19,000 tons at Yokosuka, and the 
contemplated building in J apan of a 
12.000-ton cruiser, large additions to 
her torpedo and submarine flotilla and 
two cruisers hav e already been started 
building at Kure. All future ships will 
be heav ily armed, but guns below the 
10-inch will be discarded.

discrimination in freights and more 
will be done to curb the combinations 
called trusts than by any reasonable

Just now the rate question is 
the one 
question of all moHtJdemandiiig atten­ 
tion. 


Tiie“ Corn School’’fwhich was held 
at Purdue 
University this week was 
an important meeting. 
A few y ears 
ago snch a school would have been 
looked upon as a joke by “ practical” 
farmers, whose 
idea 
of 
successful 
fanning was to simply plow and plant. 
But men are coming to know that 
there is such a thing as science in 
fanning. 
The existence of this science 
has been proved by increased crops 
where it has been applied. 
Farmers 
are learning that itfpavs to study soil 
and soil preparations and that good 
seed is an essential beginning to a 
good crop The preaching of 
such 
information means millions of dollars 
to Indi ana farmers ; it means that a 
great agricultural state shall be even 
greater. 


One of the most fetching theories 
of Debs ism and somej other isms is 
what is called the referendum. 
Ac­ 
cording to this provision a proposed 
measure is to be submitted to the peo­ 
ple before it can become a law. 
If 
this nation were a small community — 
about the size, say , of a town meet- 
ng— thin m ight be made to work, but 
when it comes to a nation with fifeen 
million voters the proposition is to be 
viewed in a different light. 
At many 
a general election this has been tried. 
This or that improvement is to be 
voted upon ; this or that measure is 
to be considered at the polls. 
In a l­ 
most every instance the total vote ont 
the measure lacks a great deal of being 
eqnal to the total vote for candidates. 
And when such things are attempted 
at a special election half the voters 
fail to go to the polls. 
There are a 
few exceptions to this, of course, but 
this is the rule. 
In other words the 
theory is a beautiful and plausible 
thing to contemplate, but the people 
give little heed to the blessed oppor­ 
tunity when It conies to them. 
They 
don’t go to the polls and all the facts 
that we have had experience with go 
to prove that this indifference will be 
greatly increased when the demands 
upon them increase in uninber. 
Even 
Switzerland, which is better fitted for 
the referendum than any other coun­ 
try in civilization, finds it necessary 
to consider a law’ compelling the peo­ 
ple to vote. 
What should we accoiu-

then be in order, so the bill will not 
be reported till the latter part of next 
week. 
Chairman Edwards of the 
house committee said today , however, 
thct the bill will be reported favorably 
and passed, as an agreement is about 
to be reached as to what it shall pro­ 
vide. The Indianapolis charter will he 
substituted tor the one prepared by 
thi commission. This will include the 
Indianapolis improvement laws, which 
arc regarded as the best in the state. 
It will be arranged so that city officers 
shall be elected for four y ear terms, 
but the present officials will not be 
affi*cted. 
Hearing w’ill be given Mon- 
da: night to officials from Terre Haute 
and Evansville, but strenuous opposi­ 
tion is not expected from them. 
As 
the Municipal League is now behind 
the bill with the proposed amend­ 
ments. Cha'rrran Edwards said he has 
little doubt of Ho passing. 


Much difficulty Is being experienced 
by the legislature in regulating the 
speed of automobiles as so 
m any bills 
on the subject have been introduced. 
The house Is not as far 
adv anced in 
the matter as the senate which spent 
considerable time y esterday discussing 
the Crumpacker bill b efore advancing 
it to third reading. 
Senator T. T. 
Moore tried to amend the bill to lower 
the speed in business sections of the 
cities or towns from eight to five miles 
an hour: in residence sections from 
fifteen to ten and in the country from 
twenty to fifteen, but failed. 
Senator 
Moore also proposed an amendment 
that every automobile should have a 
license issued by the 
s e c r e ta r y of 
stale. 
An amendment giving munici­ 
palities right to change state regula­ 
tions as to speed was lost. The bill on 
motion of Senator Moss was amen­ 
ded to require the driver of an auto­ 
mobile to slow down on passing an­ 
other vehicle. 


Representative i.uick of this city , 
who introduced the Sunday baseball 
bill, expects it to become a law’, but 
he understands that a majority of the 
members of the house committee or* 
public morals will reoort against it.
